Decrease in Livesteck 


Bureau of Statistics Issues Interesting 
Report on Conditions, 

Ottawa.—With the single 
of sheep the total numbers of all de- 
scriptions of farm livestock in Canada 
show a marked decrease this year as 
compared with last. 

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
has issued a_ report 
number of each description of farm 
livestock in Canada on June 15 last 
returns collected 
by the bureau from individual farm- 
ers in conjunction with the Provin- 
cial Governments. 

This return shows the total num- 
ber of horses in Canada on that date 
this year as 3,400,352, while last year 
it was 3,667,369. Mules number 
9,055 as against 15,102in 1919. Cat- 
tle number 9,477,380 as compared 
with 10,084,011 last year, sheep 3,- 
720,783 as compared with 3,421,958, 
and swine 3,516,678 as compared with 
4,040,070 in 1919, 

Poultry is 30,505,819 as compared 
with 34,645,238 a year ago, Rabbits, 
all in British Columbia, number 82,146 
as against 83,050 in 1919. Cattle 
show a decrease in all provinces, save 
Prince Edward Island, and horses in 
all provinces with the exception of 
Prince Edward Island and British 
Columbia,

The only thing that Weieas. gee geegiis 
in Western Canada is the climate. We 
are disposed at.times to grumble be- 
cause the rigor of ottr winters makes 
it impossible for us to grow certain 
fruits and rear certain stock.

ansen ,of the South Dakota Agri- 
tural College, who has just been 
telling the members of the Manitoba 
Horticultural Society that before 
many years have passed friiis of 
many varieties will be grown as far 
north as the Arctic circle, 

We all know what the patient ex- 
periments of a scientist has ° meant 
to Western Canada in the production 
of Marquis wheat. Professor Hari« 
sen says that if the govotuments of 
the west will. make liberal appro- 
priations for research work in the 
study of plant life and the cross fer- 
tilization: of hardy species, wonder- 
ful results will be obtained. He told 
the story of his own successful ex- 
periment with regard to alfalfa, He 
has succeeded in finding a varicty of 
Siberian alfalfa and has transplanted 
it in Canada with good restilts. This 
plant, he assures us, will so enrich

our soil that it will yield cight times 
as much as it does now. We con-

‘Twelve Million Copper Cents Struck Manitoba Took A Prominent Part AN 


From 75 Tons of Metal, 


A special despatch to the Free 
Press from its Ottawa correspondent 
reads: A tremendous increase in the 
demand for small coinage is reflected 
in the output of the Royal Mint here 
for the present year. Last year the 
total nuinber of coins af all denomin- 
ations turned out by the Mint was ap- 
proximately 27 millions. For the 
first ten months of the present year 
that number has alrendy been exceed- 
ed, and almost a million a week are 
now being turned out, 

Last ycar there was a heavy de- 
mand for the larger coins, such as 
half dollars and quarters. This was 
due, it is said, partly to the fact that, 
owing to the high cost of silver and 
the large percentage of that metal in 
the Canadian coins, a considerable 
business was carried on in. melting 
and re-selling the.Canadian coinage 
up along the border on the other side. 

This year the demand is largely for 
five and ten-cent pieces and for the 
new one-cent copper coin, ~ For the 
latter there has been a tremendous 
demand, especially from Montreal and 
Yoronto. This increased demand, it 
is said ,is largely duc to the inaugura- 
tion of seven-cent car “fare in these 
A further reason given is the 
prevalence of bargain sales of the 
98-cont variety. Since the new cop- 
per cent was struck, woward of 12,- 
000,000 of these coins have been turn- 
ed out, entailing the use of 75 tons of 
copper,

Under Same Conditions New Variety 
Yielded More Than Marquis 
Type. 

A story of Kubanka in competition 
with Marquis wheat at Ponteix, Sask.,

According to the letter, Mr, Van- 
dergriff seeded 60 bushels of Kubanka 
on 40 acres of a 125-acre field of 
summerfallow, On the remaining 85 
acres he sceded Marquis wheat. The 
whole ficld was plowed in seven days 
and seeded in three days. All parts 
rectived exactly the same cultiva- 
tion, . 

“The Kubanka grew about eight 
inches higher than the Marquis and 
stood up fine,” says Mr. Vandergriff. 
“The Marquis took four pounds of 
twine per acre and when threshed 
yielded 21. bushels of No. 2 to the 
acre; while the Kubanka took one 
pound less twine and gave 29 bus- 
hels per acre,-Regina Leader.

Present Storage of Beef Much Less 
- Than a Year Ago. 

ILow: long would the foods in cold 
storage to-day last us if every other 
means of supply were closed?  Prob- 
ably few people could answer. 

Compared with the holding for Oc- 
tober, 1919, according to a statement 
by the Dominion Department of Ag- 
riculture, our present storage of beef 
is 15,642,955 Ibs. less than it was a 
year ago, “or only sufficient, if all 
other Sources of supply failed, to meet 
the domestic demand for slightly 
more than one week.” 

“However, present sluughterings 
are going largely direetly into  cor- 
sumption,” the Department’s state- 
ment adds. “Only from 30 to 40 
per cent. of the visible kill per annum | 
does actually go into cold storage be- 
fore entering into domestic consump- 
tion, and u large part of domestic de-| 
mand is invariably supplied by local 
trade and from farm killings Tn 
view of the heavier operating costs, 
combined with the lowtr siatus of 
hides and the more unsetiled condi- 
tion of the overseas market, when 
compared with conditions in 1919, 
the market movements to date have 
been well taken care of at fairly firm

Typhus, which hag so often proved 
a scourge and menace to the human 
race, is again prevalent, and unless 
checked will most likely extend its 
ravages to an alarming degree. 

For these urgent reasons, Mr.

Societies has made an earnest appeal 
to the people of the British Empire 
and he was glad to hear that the 
cause of the suffering children was be- 
ing taken up in Canada.

Old Roman Roads 


Formed the Backbone of the Trans- 
portation System of the Ancient 
Empire. 

Some of the roads built by the Ro« 
mans 2,000 years ago are still in ac- 
tive use. These roads have lasted 
through the centuries simply because 

of their massive construction. 

An earth subgrade, carefully pre- 
pared and drained, was the founda- 
tion for four layers of materials, each 
so carefully laid that it contributed 
greatly to the long life of the road. 

First came the statumen, on foun- 
dation, then the rodus, next the nu- 
cleus, and finally the pavement or 
wearing surface. The statumen and 
pavimentum consisted of large flat 
stones, while the intervening 
courses were built of smaller stones 
laid in lime mortar, 

For the chariot and pack-horse 
traffic of Roman times, such roads 
seem ridiculously heavy, but the’ wis- 
dom of the builders was amply dem- 
onstrated by the 800 years during 
which the Roman road system formed 
the backbone of the transportation 
system of the ancient empire.
